Governor’s Action 
Prompted by Sheriff

The State Highway Patrol, 
State Department of Liquor Con- 
trol and State Department of 
Revenue have begun a sweeping 
investigation of law enforcement 
in St. Louis county under direct 
orders of Gov. Phil M. Donnelly, 
the Post-Dispatch was told today. 

The Governor's acfion was 
prompted by the manner in 
which Sheriff Arthur C. Mos- 
ley’s office handled a shooting 
involving two of his deputies 
last Friday. The Governor and 
State Attorney General John M. 
Dalton had stated earlier they 
would make an investigation if 
complaints were received. De- 
mands for an inquiry have since 
been made by groups and indi- 
viduals, 

Shooting at Party. 

The shooting took place at a 
party for the sheriff's staff and 
other co employes at El 
Avion n club on Manchester 
road in Peres. 

Deputy Nicholas P. Burke, who 
has since resigned, shot and 
seriously wounded his superior, 
Chief William Smith. 
Burke was allowed to leave the 
scene his whereabouts for 
the n 48 hours until his vol- 
untary surrender Sunday morn- 
ing are still unknown. 


Anti-Wire Tapping Bill Vetoed, 


Donhelly Says It Goes Too Far 


Governor Says Measure Could Be Used 


Against Person Listening in on Tele- 
phone Party Line.

JEFFERSON CITY, July 3— 
The anti-wire tapping bill 
passed by the 1953 Legislature, 
barring the interception or di- 
vulging of telephone and tele- 
graph cgmmunications, was ve- 
toed today by Gov. Phil M. Don- 
nelly: 

The Governor, in disapprov- 
ing the bill, which had been rec- 
ommended by a legislative crim- 
inal laws revision committee, 
said the bill went too far “in 
completely outlawing wire tap- 
ping.” 

The act prohibited the inter- 
ception of any telephone or tele- 
graph communications, by wire- 
tapping methods, and barred 
divulging of information ob- 
tained in that manner. 

Violation of the act would 
have been ‘a felohy, punishable 
by imprisoament in the peni- 
tentiary for not more than five 
years, or in jail not to exceed 
one year, or by a fine of $1000. 

Provision also was made for 


forfeiture of $1000 to the person 
whose wires were tapped. The 
bill also made inadmissible as 
court evidence any information 
obtained through wire tapping. 

Donnelly said the measure 
was too stringent and could sub- 
ject to punishment any person 
participating in “the time-hon- 
ored practice of listening in on 
party telephone lines.” 


“Wire tapping is a practice 
which has been strongly con- 
demned,” Donnelly said. “How- 
ever I feel that under a closely 
regulated and controlled proce- 
dure it has some proper place 
in law enforcement, particularly 
regarding certain criminal of- 
fenses in which telephonic com- 
munication is generally involved, 
such as kidnaping and bookmak- 
ing.” 

He recalled that the United 
States Senate Crime Investigat- 
ing Committe, known as the Ke- 
fauver committee, had recom- 
mended wire tapping should be 
permitted when surrounded by 
statutory and judicial safe- 
guards.

The 
snow was rather unstable and 
their supply of oxygen was run- 
ning short. But they agreed to 
risk it. 

“We do not get an epportun-§ 
ity to climb Everest every day,” 
Hillary said. “When we got to 
the top the main thought was 
one of relief and then we were 
very pleased about it but our 
senses were rather dulled be- 
cause of oxygen. Our main wor- 
ry then was the descent and 
whether the oxygen would hold 
out.” 

Tenzing, a native of Nepal 
and a citizen of India, does not 
speak or understand English. He 
smiled as he met the crowd of 
more than 100 reporters and 
cameramen. Wearing an open 
shirt and baggy trousers, he 
answered salutations in a Bud- 
dhist way by pressing his hands 
together in front of his face.

TRANSIT BOARD 


GETS VIEWS FOR 


AGAINST PUBLIC’ 


OWNERSHIP PLAN 


Samuel Liberman Only 
Speaker. to Urge 
Adoption of Such a 


Proposal at Freehold- 


ers’ Hearing. 


Arguments for and against 
public ownership of the mass 
transit system here were given 
the board of transit freeholders 


last night at Clayton City Hall. 

The only friend of public own- 
ership turned out to be Samuel 
H. Liberman, chairman of the 
late Mayor Joseph M. Darst’s 
transit ownership committee, 
who described the report of that 
body recommending a St. Louis 
transit and traffic authority. 

To be made possible by a 
charter amendment, such an au- 
thority would be an independent, 
non-political arm of the city gov- 
ernment, owning and operating 
mass transit facilities in the 
present service area of the St. 
Louis Public Service Co. and ex- 
ercising regulatory power over 
traffic. 

Points Out Advantages. 

Asserting the concept of mu- 
nicipal ownership of transit fa- 
cilities was not new or revolu- 
tionary, Liberman listed some 
advantages of such an operation 
as freedom from federal income 
taxes, freedom from state regu- 
lation and freedom from the 
necessity of making a profit and 
paying dividends. 

The objections most often ex- 
ressed, he said, were fear of 
political interference or control 


@and fear the operation could 


not be managed efficiently. 

As to the first, Liberman said, 
every effort was made in the 
proposed charter amendment to 
take the authority out of politics 
by staggering terms of the five 
members and providing that not 
more than three of the members 
could be of the same political 


party. 

“If you accept the premise that 
furnishing of adequate transit 
service at reasonable fares is 
essential to preserve the eco- 
nomic life of the community, 
then the whole community, and 
not just its transit riders, has 
a stake in providing that serv- 
ice and may provide subsidies 
or exemption from local taxa- 
tion or public ownership,” 
Liberman said. 

“It is becoming increasingly 
apparent that business interests 
and officials of St. Louis county 
are beginning to realize that the 
problems of the city have a 
great deal to do with their own 
welfare,” he said. 

Urges Action At Once. 

Declaring it is indispensable 
that action be taken at once be- 
fore things get worse, Liberman 
urged the freeholders to take 
advantage of the new mood of 
co-operation apparent in the city 
and county. 

Askéd how the people would 
react to the issue of public 
versus private ownership, he ex- 
pressed belief that city people, 
given all the facts, would ap- 
prove public ownership. He said 
he was not familiar with county 
attitudes on the subject. 

Carl Giessow, director of the 
transportation bureau of the 
Chamber of Commerce of Met- 
ropolitan St. Louis, opposed 
public ownership, except as a 
last resort after private opera- 
tion fails. 

The heart of the problem, he 
said, was to get people to leave 
their automobiles at home and 
use public transit, but he was 
unable to say why people pre- 
ferred their own automobiles. 

“IT am not convinced that 
higher fares or inadequate serv- 
ice are driving people off 
busses,” he said. “1 think people 
today are spoiled. They want 
to drive right up to their office 
or place of employment. If you 
find some way of inducing 
people to go back to busses and 
streetcars, you wouldn’t need 
a metropolitan transit author- 


ity. 

: County Man’s Views. 

The third speaker, John E. 
Dube, chairman of the transit 
committee of the St. Louis coun- 


ty Chamber of Commerce, also 


opposing public ownership, 
agreed the problem was to get 
people back on mass transit ve- 
hicles.

Reds Control Entire

SEOUL, (Saturday), July, 4 
(AP)—Chinese Reds attacking 
behind a deafening artillery bar- 
rage recaptured Lookout moun- 
tain on the east-central front 
yesterday 12 hours after the 
South Koreans had seized it, 
About 450 Communists swept 
over the crest of the 1600-foot 
mountain, drove the South Ko- 
reans down the steep southern 
slopes and held control of the 
entire mountain, which com- 
mands a network of roads sup- 
plying the Allied front. 
South Koreans who had 
fought to the summit earlier in 
the day had found the bodies of 
three Chinese lashed together 
with wire. Apparently the 
Chinese had vowed not to fall 
back, or had been tied together 
to keep them from retreating. 
Terrific Shelling. 
The South Koreans were con- 
solidating their hard-won posi- 
tions when the Communists 
opened up with a terrific bar- 
rage. 
Correspondent John Randolph 
at the front said United States 
advisers with the South Koreans 
believed the Chinese artillery 
unleashed “two genuine T-O-T” 
barrages. 
This is a “time-on-target” 
technique first worked out by 
United States artillery by which 
a devastating barrage of shells, 
all timed to burst at once, hits 
a single target. The terrific 
concussion often ruptures the 
ear drums even of men in 
shelters. 
Randolph reported the Chi- 
nese began to infiltrate the 
mountain position about 6 p.m. 
just before the barrage lifted, 
and the Republic of Korea 
Third Division pulled back after 
darkness fell. 
Skirmish on Finger Ridge.

INTERN PLIGHT EASED: 


22 Agree to Work at Lower 
Salaries Than They: 
Were Promised. 


A serious shortage of interns 
at Homer G,. Phillips Hospital 


has beén averted as-a result .of 
the decision of 22 new interns 


to work at lower salaries than 


they were promised, Dr. Robert | 


Elman, chief of the hospital’s 
medical staff, said today. 

Twenty-five new _ interns, 
scheduled to report to the hos- 
pital this month, were notified 
last Saturday that city ordinances 
would prevent the hospital from 
paying them a previously-prom- 
ised monthly salary of $155. 

The ordinances provide for 
salaries of $111.80 a month for 
interns in city hospitals and con- 
tain no provision for a higher 
wage, Dr. Elman explained. 

However, he said, authorities 
at Homer G. Phillips, the only 
municipal hospital for Negroes, 
promised the salary increase 
after receiving oral assurance 
from the City Hospital Commis- 
sioner’s office that it would make 
the money available. 

“Only three of the new interns 
did not report being notified that 
we could not pay them $155,” Or.

RUSSIA SAYS NEW GIANT 
POWER STATION IS IN USE 


MOSCOW, July 3 (AP)—The 
Soviet press announced today 
that a new hydroelectric power 
station—the largest completed 
here in a number of years—has 
been put into operation at Ust 
Kamenogorsk in eastern Kazakh- 
stan. 

The plant at a new dam on the 
swift upper Irtysh river will 
provide power for the develop- 
ment of heavy industries in the 
central Asian region, the papers 
said. Kazakhstan, north of 
China and about 188 miles south- 
east of Moscow, is rich in min- 
erals but not highly developed. 

The dam and power plant at 
Ust Kamenogorsk are the first 
to be completed in a develop- 
ment planned to be even more 
important for Soviet industry 
than the vast Dneper works in 
the Ukraine.

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Arkansas Takes the Lead 


Attorney General Tom Gentry of Arkansas 
earns the ‘warmest commendation for taking 
national leadership to contest the constitution- 
ality of the offshore-oil giveaway. He will file 
suit in the District of Columbia contending that 
the action of Congress was an “invalid attempt 
to abdicate the sovereignty of the United 
States.”’ 

In bringing the suit, Arkansas acts not only 
for itself but in effect also for Missouri, Illinois 
and other states. The oil which Congress would 
give away to a few coastal states belongs to all. 
Missouri’s share of its capital value is at the 
lowest estimate one and a quarter billion dol- 
lars. Under the proposal to turn over the Gov- 
ernment’s oil revenues to all the states for edu- 
cation, Missouri's schools would stand to re- 
ceive at least $148,000,000 a year. 

Missouri should assuredly join Arkansas in 
the suit, in line with Attorney General John M. 


_ Dalton’s announcement of two months ago that 


this state is “prepared to take any legal action 
to prevent” forfeiture of its share of oil. 

Attorney General Gentry says the attorneys 
general of several states will meet in Washing- 
ton July 10 to discuss concerted action and 
other states also are welcome to join in. Rhode 
Island, whose House authorized Attorney Gen- 
eral William E. Powers to protect its interests, 
will surely join. The lower houses of Tennessee, 
Minnesota and West Virginia also spoke out 
against the giveaway, and it would be in har- 
mony for the chief legal officers of those states 
to lend their assistance to the court test. 

The states which band together to overthrow 
the giveaway of their shared resources will be 
performing one of the highest functions of state- 
hood: Safeguarding the sovereignty of the Union 
which they and the others of the 48 states com- 
pose. For the oil reserves which the United 
States Supreme Court has thrice declared to be 
an inseparable adjunct of that sovereignty 
would, if the nation’s life became imperilled, 
become a necessity of the common defense. 

An issue of this magnitude deserves and de- 
mands the participation of the largest possible 
number of states. 
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Playing With Dynamite 

The danger of fireworks does not become ap- 
parent to many parents until it is too late. One 
of the things that may help to bring it home 
is the number and character of the organiza- 
tions that are making efforts to ban fireworks. 
Another eye-opening fact is the earnestness of 
these efforts. 

A bill now in Congress—introduced by 
Congresswoman Church of Illinois—would stop 
the bootlegging of fireworks by interstate ship- 
ment into states where they are not permitted, 
and 46 states either prohibit or regulate the 
use of fireworks. The American Optometric As- 
sociation and the National Society for. the Pre- 
vention of Blindness are among the organiza- 
tions supporting this bill. The Illinois legisia- 
ture recently outlawed all fireworks except 
paper caps for toy pistols. , 

There is a wide variety of law regarding fire- 
works in Missouri, but in St. Louis their sale 
and use are illegal. Police Chief Jeremiah O’Con- 
nell credits strict enforcement with saving “un- 
told lives” and preventing “many injuries.” But 
on the outskirts of St. Louis fireworks are sold 
in many places. ; 

Fireworks are blinders, maimers, killers. The 
American Medical Association finds that in six 
years fireworks killed 76 persons and injured 
28,102. The parent who loves his child not only 
well but wisely will keep fireworks out of his 
hands. There are excellent fireworks displays 
in“this metropolitan area which are bigger and 
better than individual parents can provide—and 
immeasurably safer. 


Good Law for Illinois 

Illinois, like. Missouri before it, has finally 
got rid of a ridiculous driver’s license Iaw. 
From now on, information about motorists’ rec- 
ords will be sent to the Secretary of State. He 
will control examinations and the automatic 
revocation of licenses for extremely reckless 
driving. This consolidation of authority will end 
years of buck-passing and vagary in handling 
dangerous drivers. The result should be greater 
safety on Illinois highways. 
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Hardly Businesslike 

“The federal excess profits tax officially ex- 
pired June 30. The Eisenhower Administration 
now confidently expects to get it extended 
on a retroactive basis so that no revenue will 
be lost. However the Ways and Means Commit- 
tee has not yet overruled Chairman Reed, who 
is now more opposed than ever, 

But even after the committee acts, there will 
be a fight on the floor and after that the matter 
will need to be taken up in the Senate. A fair 
part of July is sure to be gone before an excess 
profits tax could possibly reach President Eisen- 
hower for signature. 

The reciprocal trade law officially expired 
June 12, The Eisenhower Administration asked 
for only a minimum extension of one year and 
promised not to make additional use of the 
authority within the year. Legislation to achieve 
this very limited goal is in Congress and not 
traveling too fast. 

The House bill provided for an increase in 
the size of the Tariff Commission so as to en- 
able President Eisenhower to stack it with Re- 
publican protectionist control. The Senate re- 
jected this provision in passing the trade bill, 
which must now go to conference, so the law 
will. probably have lapsed about a month be- 
fore it is renewed. 

The President’s bill for the admission of 
240,000 immigrants above usual quotas, includ- 
ing 75,000 Italians, is still bogged down in the 
Senate Judiciary Committee. This proposal went 
to Congress many weeks ago. One of its pur- 
poses was to reassure the Italian people that 
the United States is not discriminatory against 
Italians as many Italians had concluded from 
the McCarran Act. ) 

A further purpose was to correct this impres- 
sion in time to increase Italian good will to the 
United States prior to the Italian national elec- 
tion. Marquis Childs reported in his column 
that as the date of the election drew near, 
Italian Ambassador Alberto Tarchiani told the 
State Department that even a favorable report 
by the Senate committee would help if the bill 
could not be passed by that time. But election 
day came and went without a report on the 
bill to say nothing of favorable action. 

We call attention to these three important 
matters in Congress—excess profits extension, 
reciprocal trade extension and refugee admis- 
sion—because they are all in the same pattern. 
Each should have been handled weeks ago, Each 
should now be law and in full operation. But 
each is still tied up to be passed eventually 
probably, but embarrassingly late. This is a 
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strange notion of how a team should work. It 
is an even stranger application of business 
methods to government. 

Or is this belated, retroactive kind of opera- 
tion preferred in business to thinking ahead, 
setting proper dates and goals and working effi- 
ciently to that end?

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Victory for the Builders 

rhe housing and mortgage-insurance bill that 
has emerged from Congress bears the unmis- 
takable imprint of the National Association of 
Home Builders. It is the fruit of six months of 
steady pressure in what an association spokes- 
man has termed the “definitely more friendly” 
atmosphere in Washington. 

Biggest victory for the builders was in open- 
ing the door toward lower down-payments on 
moderate-cost homes on which the Government, 
through the Federal Housing Administration, 
guarantees lenders against loss. A provision of 
the bill permits the President to slash down- 
payments to as little as 5 per cent. 

This ought to spark real life in a home mar- 
ket made sluggish as much by high prices as by 
prudent down-payments. But it will do so at 
the cost of greater inflationary pressure in the 
economy. And there is also a question as to 
whether it is good public policy to encourage 
buyers, through low down-payments, to accept 
what might prove a crushing mortgage burden.

A Justice Appeals to History 


The Mirror -

Reviewing hasty procedure in Rosenberg case, Justice Frank- 
furter calls for judicial self-examination and self-criticism; says 
that is necessary for wise judgment; notes defects in American 
criminal law and urges that its frailties be better recognized. 


From the Dissenting Opinion of Justice Felix Frankfurter 
of the United States Supreme Court 


The only issue in the case was wheth- 
er the question on the basis of which 
Mr. Justice Douglas acted was patently 
frivolous or was sufficiently serious to 
require the judicial process to run its 
course with the deliberation necessary 
for confident judgment. 


Once the court conceded, as it did, 
that the substantiality of the question 
raised before Mr. Justice Douglas was 
the sole issue, it became wholly imma- 
terial how many ? 
other questions 
were raised and 
considered on their 
merits in the Dis- 
trict Court and in 
the Court of Ap- 
peals, or how many 
times review was 
sought on these 
questions and re- 
fused by this court. 

It- was equally 
immaterial ho w 
long a time inter- 
vened between the 
original trial of this 
case and the pres- 
ent proceeding, and immaterial that 
this was a last-minute effort almost on 
the eve of the tions. To allow 
such irrelevancies to enter the mind not 
unnaturally tends io bend the judicial 
judgment in a false direction. 


In all matters of statutory construc- 
tion one goes, especially these days, 
to the szkistory of the legislation and 
other illuminating materials. It is al- 
most mathematically demonstrable that 
there just was not time within 12 -wak- 
ing hours to dig out, to assess, to assem- 
ble and to formulate the meaning of 
legislative materials. 

Suffice it to say that such materials 
bearing on legislative purpose as a nec- 
essarily very limited inquiry has re- 
vealed do not justify certitude. And 
an authoritative commentary on the 
Atomic Energy Act, written by coun- 
sel (Mr. Newman) for the Senate S 
cial Committee on Atomic Energy which 
drafted the statute, not only recognizes 
a compelling need for judicial decision 
in order to reconcile the conflicting 
penalty provisions of that Act and of 
the Espionage Act but seems, as I read 
it, to point to the view that on facts 
like those of this case the Atomic En- 
ergy Act may well be found to apply to 
the exclusion of the Espionage Act. 

Neither counsel nor the court, in the 
time available, were able to go below 
the surface of the question raised by 
the application for a stay which Mr. 
Justice Douglas granted. More time 
was needed for adequate consideration. 

Arguments by counsel are an indis- 
pensible adjunct of the judicial process, 
and responsible arguments require ade- 
quate opportunity for preparation. They 
must be pressed with the force of parti-

sanship. And because arguments are 
partisan, judgment further presupposes 
ample time and an unhurried mind for 
study and reflection by judges ag a ba- 
sis for discussion in conference. 


Without adequate study there can- 
not be adequate reflection; without 
adequate reflection ‘there cannot 
adequate discussion; without adequate 
discussion there cannot be the search- 
ing and fruitful interchange of in- 
formed minds which is indispensable to 
wise decision and which alone can pro- 
duce compelling opinions. 


We have not had in this case care- 
fully prepared argument. We have not 
had what cannot exist without that 
essential preliminary. We have not had 
the basis for reaching conclusions and 
for supporting them in opinions. Can 
it. be said that there was time to go 
through the process by which cases are 
customarily decided here? 


The crux of all I am suggesting is 
that none of the obvious considerations 
for bringing the all too leaden-footed 
proceedings in this case to an end 
should have barred the full employment 
of the deliberative process necessary 
for reaching a firm conclusion on the 
issue on which the court has now spok- 
en, however unfortunate it may be that 
that issue did not emerge earlier. 

Since I find myself under the disabil- 
ity of having had insufficient time to 
explore the issue as I believe it should 
have been explored, nothing I am say- 
ing may be taken to intimate that I 
would now sustain the last claim made 
in behalf of the Rosenbergs. 
am clear the elaim had substance and 
that the opportunity for adequate exer- 
cise of judicial judgment was wanting. 

To be writing an opinion in a case 
affecting two lives after the curtain 
has been rung down upon them has 
the appearance of pathetic futility. But 


- history also has its claims. 


This case is an incident in the long 
and unending effort .to develop and 
enforce justice according to law. The 
progress in that. struggle surely de- 
pends on searching analysis of the pen. 
though the past cannot be recalled, as 
illumination fop the future. 

Only by sturdy self-examination and 
self-criticism can the necessary habits 
for detached and wise judgment be es- 
tablished and fortified so as to become 
effective when the judicial process is 
again subjected to stress and strain. 

American criminal procedure has its 
defects, though its essentials have be- 


hind them the vindication of long his-: 


tory. But all systems of law, however 
wise, are administered through men 
and therefore may occasionally disclose 
the frailties of men. 

Perfection may not be demanded of 
law, but the capacity to counteract in- 
evitable, though rare, frailties is the 
mark of a civilized legal mechanism.

ARMED FORCES TESTING 
AD-X2 BATTERY ADDITIVE 


WASHINGTON, July 3 (UP) 
—Service-wide tests of the con- 
troversial AD-X2 wer f addi- 
tive have been instituted by the 
Armed Forces Policy Council. 
The council is made of defense 
and service secretaries and serv- 
ice chiefs of staff. 

A spokesman revealed that the 
tests had been recommended 
when asked for comment on a 
letter from Senator Edward J.

The Navy said that some tests 
now are being rum under oper- 
ating conditions at the new Lon- 
don (Conn.) submarine base and 
that AD-X2 was tested at the 
New York shipyard in 1948.

VA TAKES FIRST BIG STEP 
IN REORGANIZATION PLAN 


WASHINGTON, July 3 (AP) 
-— The Veterans Administration 
announced yesterday it is com- 
bing three of its main divisions 
under one new head, thus taking 
its first big step in a reorganiza- 
tion program.

The American F-86 Sabre jet 
is the world’s best fighter plane 
and is far superior to the Rus- 
sian MIG-15 except at maximum 
altitudes, Maj. Gen. Glenn O. 
Barcus, former commander of 
the Fifth Air Force in Korea, 
said here today. 

Gen. Barcus, newly assigned 
as vice commander of the Air 
Training Command, Scott Air 
Force base, defended the F-86 
vigorously when asked to com- 
ment on a recent statement by 
Maj. James W. Jabara, jet ace 
now in Korea, that the MIG-15 
is a better aircraft. 

In an interview at Hotel Jef- 
ferson, Gen. Barcus, who flew 
13 Sabre jet missions over North 
Korea himself, said Maj. Jabara 
was correct in saying United 
States pilots are better trained 
but wrong, in the general's 
opinion, in thinking the MIG 
superior. 

Maj, Jabara, first jet ace in 
history, was quoted as saying he 
“could make our own Sabre jets 
look sick” if he could fly a MIG- 
15 for a week. The general 
smiled and pointed out that the 
score in the past two months has 
been 127 to 2 against the Com- 
munists.

GUILD URGES U.S, LEADERS

BOSTON, July 3 (AP)—The 
C.1.0. American Newspaper

DONNELLY SIGNS

The movement to erect a state 
monument to the memory of 
Gen. John J. Pershing, com- 
mander-in-chief of the Allied 
armies in World War I, ad- 
vanced a step yesterday with ap- 
proval of a Pershing memorial 
commission bill by Gov.

BONN UPPER HOUSE

BONN, July 3 (AP)—The Up- 
per House of the West German 
Parliament, the Bundesrat, today 
approved a new election law that 
will eliminate many of the na- 


tion’s splinter parties. The meas- 
ure previously had been ap- 
proved by the Bundestag (Lower 
House). 

The law lays down conditions 
for the second general election 
in the four-year history of the 
Federal Republic, expected to 
take place Sept. 6.

The resolution charges the 
“Soviet regime” in East Ger- 
many with seeking to control 
its people “by force of arms, 
terror, murder, imprisonment, 
reprisals and mass deportation,” 
and expresses the “firm convic- 
tion of the American people” 
that Germany must be united 
and governed by freely-elected 
leaders.

Sunburn Danger - . 
By Angelo Patri | 


VERYBODY is well aware of the benefit sunshine brings 
to all living things, but sometimes we forget that the 
sun can do damage as well as good if one is not careful 
to guard against it.. 
A sun bath is beneficial if it is taken with caution. 
It is, however, dangerous to expose a child's naked body to 
the summer sun. Such an exposure should be very gradual 
indeed. Begin with the child shielded from the direct rays 
of the sun, and with light clothing on him. Even then make 
the exposure very brief. | 
Children taken from the city to the seashore are likely 
to get into trouble sun-bathing. The sun and the water and 
the sand are exhilarating, but as many a mistaken child 
has discovered too much exposure to the sun can result in 
a@ severe burn.

A BAD SUNBURN is painful and it often makes the 
child ill—in need of medical care. The young victim cannot 
rest in his bed. So be very careful for the first week to 
make certain that the chilldren do not lie too long at a 
time on the sunny sand after getting out of the water. 
And remember, too, that even on a misty day a child can 
be painfully sunburned. 


Those chilldren who go to camp, or to their summer 
homes in the country must be guarded against poison ivy 
and poison oak, nettles, and the like. If they are shown 

~ these plants, so that they recognize them, they will do their 
best to avoid getting stung. If they walk through fields or 
woods filled with underbrush they should wear stockings 
that completely cover their legs and shoes that have stout 
soles. The youngsters won't like this but they may decide 
that it is better than to suffer from poison ivy. 
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IN TAKING CHILDREN OUT into open country it is 
wise to scrub all exposed parts with brown soap and leave 
the lather to dry. When they return this is washed off with 
water as hot as the child can stand. This is a useful pre- 
vention of what might be most painful. : 

The sun is a health-giving boon, but beware of its burn. 
The open country is a wonderful world for children to ex- 
plore. Wise parents, camp leaderg and teachers will under- 
stand that moderation and caution are needed at all times 
during the long summer vacations.

F you can’t change the child—and you often cannot—

It may be some physical aspect of the situation which 
you decide to change. Or it may be time, and not space, 
which you attack.

Or 
you may separate them temporally by adjusting their nap 
times, or their meal times, or their play times so that they 
do not nap, or eat, or play together.

HERE ARE A FEW SUGGESTIONS: 

“My 3-year-old never has slept through the night,” 
complains one mother.

I’m afraid that they will just wake each other 
and will never get any sleep!” 

A well-founded worry! Common sense suggests to us 
that a wakeful 3-year-old is bad enough in any event, with- 
out having her share a room with a new baby.

If the household is big enough to provide even 
standing room for 2 bassinet” anywhere but in the 3-year- 
id's room, we would definitely recommend separation of 
the two children, at least during the night time.

“everything,” this requires too much watchfulness from the 
adult.

He 
wasn’t saying, of course, where 
the rock was located but he un- 
derstood that it might be urani- 
um. Would the AEC please send 
him some literature about this 
type of rock so he might look for 
it again once he got out of 
prison? There wasn’t any hurry, 
though, because he still had 10 
years to serve. 

A straight-faced AEC func- 
tionary complied with the con- 
vict’s request just as he deals, 
periodically,.with taxpayers who 
send in “uranium” samples dug 
up from their swimming pools, 
shipments of ordinary dirt which 
keep coming in from every state 
of the union and the personal 
visits of a citizen who denne to 
be radioactive and wishes to vol- 
unteer his services as a human 
Geiger counter. 

The Government puts up with 
such monkey business because 
the uranium game is distin- 
guished by more flukes than 
rules and it is sometimes diffi- 
cult to separate the eccentric 
from the true prophet who will 
turn up tomorrow morning with 
a mine of high grade ore. 

The Government will go to 
considerable trouble to get such 
ore. The AEC and the United

Plateau for scents of it. Rela- 
tively few of these “bureaucrats” 
are chair-borne. Nearly all labor 
in shirtsleeves and quite a few 
sometimes wear no shirts at all.

HEY drive exploratory drills 
into the rocks where private 
enterprise might hesitate to 
take a chance.

Fix It Yourself

Notes on Brick. 


RICKS are one of the oldest 

building materials known to 

man and it seems likely that 
they'll be around for a good 
many more years. They are still 
rather inexpensive, are easy to 
handle and look pretty. 


Bricks are laid up with a ce- 
ment mortar and the mortar is 
made with “one part Portiand- 
cement to three parts sand. If 
you prefer, you can get ready- 
mixed brick mortar which only 
requires the*addition of water. 


The width of the mortar be- 
tween joints should be about 
one-half inch but this can be va- 
ried either way to make a course 
of brick come out even. The im- 
portant thing to be certain of is 
that each joint is well packed 
with mortar—not just a dab or 
so on the surface. 


It’s best to soak bricks in 
water or spray them with a gar- 
den hose before laying them up. 
This provides a better bond with 
the mortar. If the bricks are 
dry they will absorb moisture 
out of the fresh mortar and thus 
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“LOOK AT THE EXCITING DINNER I'VE PLANNED FOR TONIGHT." 
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the mortar will not dry as 
strong as it should. 

Bricks can be cut to the cor- 
rect size. when necessary with 
a cold chisel and a hammer. 

You will find that each brick 
has a trademark stamped on 
only one side. The side with this 
trademark should always face 
down. When laying up a wall of 
brick make sure that the ver- 
tical joint in one course does 
not come directly over the ver- 
tical joint in the course below 
for this will produce a weak 
wall. Stagger the bricks in each 
course so that the vertical joints 
come over the middle of the 
brick in the course below.
